Some well known names appear in these no- 
tices, such as Robert Woofendale in 17673 John Baker in 17793 
James Gardette in 1784; Leonard Koecker in 18133 L. S. Parmly 
jin 1820; A. Plantov in 18243 J. F. B. Flage in 1842.
